Center Safety Issues Raised 
At City-Stakeholders Meeting 


Safety concerns and quicker 
police response times were the 
topics that dominated the agenda 
of the July 12 stakeholders meet- 
ing between members of the 
Greenbelt City Council and the 
Roosevelt Center Merchants As- 
sociation. 

Representatives from four 
businesses — the New Deal Cafe, 
the Co-op supermarket, Pleasant 
Touch Spa and the Greenbelt 
Credit Union — told city officials 
that police response time to calls 
complaining about vagrancy and 
public alcohol consumption has 
been slow and unpredictable. 

Sergeant George Buerger of 
the police department’s patrol 
operations office acknowledged 
that Roosevelt Center, and indeed 
all areas of the city, are not able 
to get the type of attention the 
department would like to provide, 
mainly due to understaffing. At 
present, he said, the department 
is short eight officers, due to their 
being “poached,” or hired away, 
by other agencies, including one 
officer who is on duty in Iraq. 

While recognizing the mer- 
chants’ concerns that vagrancy 
and intoxication can deter busi- 
ness, Buerger also explained that 
in such misdemeanor situations, 
the police force has no ability

to arrest individuals unless the 
offense was witnessed by an of- 
nicer. 

Buerger reported that Cap- 
tain Thomas Kemp, the depart- 
ment patrol commander, has or- 
dered that a patrol be sent to the 
Roosevelt Center in the early 
evening, based on availability, 
to provide a presence there to 
discourage offensive behavior. 
The city’s bicycle police unit is 
ideally suited for patrolling the 
Center, yet while seven officers 
are trained for such duty, only 
one is currently available for the 
entire city. The bicycle patrol 
officer makes every effort to visit 
Roosevelt Center daily when on 
duty. 

Cameras 

The surveillance cameras in 
the Center need to be updat- 
ed, said City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin. They are old and 
have never functioned properly. 
The provider, Comcast, reportedly 
hasn’t provided proper wiring. 

Buerger acknowledged that 
cameras “could give citizens a 
false sense of security. They are 
not a cure-all for a lot of issues.” 
For example, the cameras are not 
monitored constantly by an of- 
ficer at the station so if a crime 
is being committed there won’t 


be an automatic response from a 
dispatcher. 

Councilmember Ed Putens 
said that the cameras “might not 
stop a crime but could help get 
a conviction” when videotape is 
used as evidence in court. 

Buerger explained that not all 
judges accept video evidence in 
court but instead want a police 
officer to have witnessed the of- 
fense. 

Mayor Judith Davis said that 
perhaps an entirely new camera 
system is needed and that re- 
viewing the current surveillance 
system equipment would be a top 
priority at the upcoming council 
session on capital projects. 

Alternatives 

Davis also encouraged “think- 
ing outside the box” on security 
issues for Roosevelt Center. To 
offset the shortage of available 
police officers, she suggested 
encouraging code enforcement 
officers, parking inspectors and 
park rangers to regularly patrol 
the area to provide a uniformed 
presence there. She encouraged 
the merchants to continue calling 
in any and all safety concerns 
that they have so that the police 
can be informed of the extent of

Registration Closes August 22 
To Vote in September Primary 


Voter registration for the Sep- 
tember 12 primary election will 
end on Tuesday, August 22 at 
9 p.m. Registration applica- 
tions are available in City Clerk 
Kathleen Gallagher’s office in 
the Greenbelt Municipal Build- 
ing, 25 Crescent Road and in the 
Greenbelt Library. They are also 
available by calling the Prince 
George’s County Board of Elec- 
tions at 301-952-3270 to request 
one be sent. 

Applicants must fill out reg- 
istration forms and return them 
to the Prince George’s County 
Board of Elections. Those who 
have registered will later receive 
voter notification cards indicating 
the voter’s precinct number and 
polling place. 

Although August 22 is the 
last day for residents to register 
to vote before the September 12 
party primary election, voter reg- 
istration will reopen September 
25 and close on October 17 at 9 
p.m. for the November 7 general 
election. 

Only registered voters affiliated 
with a principal political party, 
such as the Democratic and Re- 
publican parties, may vote in the 
September 12 primary. Voters in 
the primary’s principal political

parties will select their party’s 
candidates for the November 7 
general election, including mem- 
bers of the U.S. Congress. 

Those who register but do 
not choose a party, known as 
“Declines” (Independents), and 
members of minor parties not 
recognized for this primary elec- 
tion will not be able to vote on 
September 12. 

At the state level, party se- 
lections for governor/lieutenant 
governor, comptroller and attor- 
ney general will be made at the 
primary election. State Senator 
and House of Delegates candi- 
dates from each party will also 
be chosen. 

For the county, voters will 
choose party candidates for county 
executive, county council, judge of 
the circuit court, state’s attorney, 
clerk of the circuit court, register 
of wills, judge of the orphans’ 
court and sheriff. 

For the Democratic Party, 
Democrats will choose at-large 
and district members of the Dem- 
ocratic Central Committee. For 
the Republican Party, Republicans 
will choose the members of the 
Republican Central Committee. 

School Board 
The September ballot will once 


again ask voters to choose mem- 
bers of the non-partisan Prince 
George’s County School Board. 
(After much controversy four 
years ago, an appointed school 
board replaced an elected board.) 

This year voters in the upcom- 
ing primary will once again desig- 
nate their preferences for members 
of an elected school board of 
four at-large candidates and five 
running in individual districts. 
Forty-eight had filed for the nine 
seats as of the July 3 deadline. 
A student representative will also 
serve on the school board. 

On Election Day, November 7, 
the eight top at-large vote-getters 
and the 10 top district vote-getters 
(two from each district), will be 
presented countywide. Voters will 
choose nine (four at-large and one 
from each of the five districts) of 
the 18 candidates selected in the 
primary. Ultimately, each Prince 
George’s voter will participate 
in choosing all nine board mem- 
bers. 

Registration 

Registration is permanent as 
long as voters continue to live in 
Maryland and keep their names 
and addresses current with the

Greenbelt Potters Support 
D.C. Miriam’s Kitchen

Usually visitors to the pottery 
studios on the second floor of 
the Community Center find art- 
ists in various stages of creations 
in clay. They are dressed in a 
variety of costumes; clay will be 
spattered about their bodies and 
in general they look like a dirty, 
happy bunch. 

All that changed on May 11 
when four potters dressed up in 
their “non-pottery” clothes to 
represent Greenbelt Pottery at 
the “100 Bowls of Compassion.” 
This year’s event was held at the 
National Museum of Women in 
the Arts in Washington, D.C. 

Basic Components 

The 100 Bowls of Compas- 
sion is a fundraising event for 
Miriam’s Kitchen, a program 
serving the homeless in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 


Miriam’s has four basic com- 
ponents: A breakfast program 
serves a hot breakfast on week- 
days to an average of 194 people. 
The case management program, 
which includes three full time 
social workers, helps people navi- 
gate D.C.’s social work system. 
The after-breakfast program helps 
writers and other artists work in 
the D.C. schools. And finally, 
Arnold’s Place provides transi- 
tional housing services. 

Many of the food programs 
at Miriam’s are staffed by volun- 
teers. But all programs require 
more than volunteer help; they 
need funding from additional 
sources.

A third candidate, 
Darrell Carrington, 
has announced that he 
will run in the Demo- 
cratic Primary for the 
vacant County Coun- 
cil seat in District 4, 
which includes Green- 
belt. He resides in 
the Bowie-Glenn Dale 
area. He joins Bowie 
Mayor Fred Robinson 
and Ingrid Turner, also 
of Bowie. Turner is a 
retired commander in the Judge 
Advocate General’s Corps in the 
U.S. Navy. 

The position became vacant 
when the current county coun- 
cilmember, Douglas J.J. Peters,

announced he would 
run for the state senate 
for District 23, which 
includes Bowie but no 
longer Greenbelt. 
Carrington is the pre- 
vious Program Director 
for the Office of Energy 
and Food Programs for 
Prince George’s County 
Department of Social 
Services. He resigned 
his public sector job 
on July 13 to run for 
office. As Program Director, Car- 
rington has run outreach initiatives 
such as the Prince George’s County 
Utility Assistance Expo and the

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Barracudas Face Off Against 
The Arundel Mighty Ducks

On Saturday, July 15 at the 
West Arundel pool, over 140 
swimmers hit the water for the 
last dual meet of the swim sea- 
son. The Mighty Ducks of West 
Arundel with a seasonal record 
of 2/2 was hoping for another 
win against the odds-on favorite. 
The Greenbelt Barracudas were 
4/0. The competition started out 
tough. By event seven, the boys 
ages 15-18, 50 yard butterfly, 
West Arundel took the lead by 
5 points. Greenbelt fought back 
and by the end of event 22, girls 
ages 9-10, 25 yard breaststroke, 
the Barracudas had narrowed the 
gap, but were down by one point. 
West Arundel held their one point 
lead through event 28, the girls 
ages 15-18, 50 yard breaststroke, 
then pulled ahead by five points 
again at the end of event 30, the 
girls ages 9-10, 25 yard back- 
stroke. Greenbelt struggled to 
close the gap, and by the end of 
event 43, the boys ages 15-18, 100 
yard individual medley were be- 
hind by two points. It was down 
to the relays. 





The girls ages 9-18, 200 yard 
freestyle relay was the hardest 
fought, with Jenny Lindvall pull- 
ing ahead of her competitor by 
almost a full lane to gain an as- 
tounding victory and beating them 
to the finish by seven hundredths 
of a second. But her relay team’s 
victory was not enough and the 
Mighty Ducks of West Arundel 
triumphed with a two point lead, 
giving Greenbelt its first loss of 
the season. 

In the heat of competition, sev- 
eral Greenbelt swimmers were triple 
event winners. Jill Lau in the girl’s 
15-18 age group for the 50 yard 
breaststroke, backstroke and 100 
yard individual medley; Joseph Lau 
in the boy’s 15-18 age group for the 
50 yard backstroke, 100 yard free- 
style and individual medley; Melissa 
Gray, a first time triple event win- 
ner for the girl’s 13-14 age group 
50 yard butterfly, freestyle and 100 
yard individual medley and Court- 
ney Like-Mathews for the girl’s 
11-12 age group for the 50 yard 
backstroke, freestyle and 100 yard 
individual medley.

Program (GAIL) has partnered

problems in the Center. 

Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling suggested that the city look 
into the possibility of creating a 
tax district for Roosevelt Center 
where revenues collected would 
be used particularly for better 
lighting, police security, marketing 
and other improvement concerns. 

Bob Davis, general manager of 
the Greenbelt Co-op Supermarket, 
announced that beginning Monday, 
July 17 the store would no longer 
sell individual 12-ounce cans or 
bottles of beers to customers, as a 
gesture to help stem the consump- 
tion of alcohol in Roosevelt Center. 

Davis and Ellen Siegel, man- 
ager of the New Deal Café, noted 
that both businesses have policies 
of not selling alcohol to customers 
who are visibly intoxicated. 

Other Topics 

Other topics on the agenda for 
the meeting included maintenance 
of Roosevelt Center, pedestrian 
traffic problems during festivals 
or other events and the economic 
effect of the post office departure 
from the Center. 

On maintenance, merchants 
expressed concern about odor 
and unsightliness around dump- 
sters from the lack of “privacy 
screens” such as those put up by 
some commercial establishments. 
Because policies about dumpsters 
usually fall under county and not 
city jurisdiction, the mayor direct- 
ed the city manager to develop a 
memorandum on the legality of 
requiring screens. 

In response to complaints by 
merchants that exhibit tables and 
other equipment often block pe- 
destrian access to their establish- 
ments, Richard McMullin, presi- 
dent of the New Deal Café board, 
said that he would make available 
to the city and merchants a map 
they use for their festivals which 
clearly shows legal property lines 
and comfortable design plans for 
public events. Davis added that 
while the map would be helpful, 
it would continue to fall to festi- 
val organizers to make sure the 
guidelines are enforced. 

When questioned by the mayor 
whether the departure of the post 
office from the Center has af- 
fected business, the consensus 
of the merchants was that they 
had not noticed any significant 
decrease in sales as yet, though 
Ellen Siegel observed that there 
are no longer any customers car-

IRS Warns of Scam Email Increase 


Following a recent increase in 
scam emails, the Internal Rev- 
enue Service reminds taxpayers 
to be on the lookout for bogus 
emails claiming to be from the 
tax agency. 

The IRS saw an increase in 
complaints in recent weeks about 
these emails, which are designed 
to trick the recipients into disclos- 
ing personal and financial infor- 
mation that could be used to steal 
identity and financial assets. 

“The IRS does not send out 
unsolicited emails asking for 
personal information,” said IRS 
Commissioner Mark W. Ever- 
son. “Don’t be taken in by these 
criminals.” 

Since November, 99 different 
scams have been identified with 
20 of those coming in June — the 
most since 40 were identified in 
March during the height of the 
filing season. Many of these 
schemes originate outside the 
United States. 

The current scams claim to 
come from the IRS, tell recipients 
that they are due a federal tax 
refund and direct them to a web- 
site that appears to be a genuine 
IRS site. The bogus sites contain 
forms or interactive webpages 
similar to IRS forms or webpages

but which have been modified 
to request detailed personal and 
financial information from the 
email recipients. 

The IRS does not send out 
unsolicited emails or ask for 
detailed personal information 
via email. Additionally, the IRS 
never asks people for the PIN 
numbers, passwords or similar 
secret access information for their 
credit card, bank or other finan- 
cial accounts. Tricking consum- 
ers into disclosing their personal 
and financial information, such 
as secret access data or credit 
card or bank account numbers, 
is fraudulent activity which can 
result in identity theft. Such 
schemes perpetrated through the 
Internet are called “phishing” for 
information. 

The information fraudulently 
obtained is then used to steal the 
taxpayer’s identity and financial 
assets. 

The IRS also has established 
an electronic mailbox to which 
taxpayers can send information 
about suspicious emails they re- 
ceive which claim to come from 
the IRS. Taxpayers should send 
the information to phishing@irs.

Want to be cool, save money 
and help protect the environ- 
ment? Here are some practi- 
cal tips from the Community 
Education Planning Work Group 
of the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
Sustainable Design and Practices 
Ad Hoc Committee. Happily, 
the less electricity you use this 
summer, the more money you 
save. And since most electricity 
in Maryland comes from coal- 
burning power plants, reducing 
our electricity use also helps 
reduce the emission of global 
warming gases. 

We plan to share with you 
some informational nuggets 
this summer. (In the inter- 
est of thinking “cool,” perhaps 
we should term them “info ice 
cubes.”) Soon we’ll have a 
website with more information 
— we'll let you know its address 
in our next article. The website 
will include source materials. 

Your Crummy A/C 

This week, let’s talk about 
your old air conditioner. Your 
WWIlI-era home may well have 
a Golden Oldie A/C unit. It may 
wheeze and drip and run as loud 
as an old jalopy. Newer units 
have higher-efficiency compres- 
sors, fan motors and heat-transfer 
surfaces. Like a compact car 
— a bit short on style perhaps but 
very efficient. 

However, if you can’t squeeze 
a new A/C out of your heat-ex- 
hausted budget (did you know 
that air conditioning accounts for 
up to 30 percent of many house- 
hold energy bills in summer?), 





you can still find ways to coax 
some energy savings out of your 
Old Faithful: 

Make sure that your air con- 
ditioner filter is clean. Clean 
it monthly and replace it when 
needed. Keep the coils clean. 
A dirty filter and coils reduce 
the efficiency of your air con- 
ditioner, meaning that it must 
run a longer time to produce the 
same amount of cooling. 

To clean room air conditioner 
coils, first unplug the unit. Use 
a vacuum cleaner to remove dust 
from the interior heat exchanger. 
For first floor window units, 
clean the exterior heat exchanger 
with water from a garden hose. 

We suggest you use your air 
conditioner when the in-house 
temperature is above 78 de- 
grees F, which is a reasonably 
comfortable indoor temperature. 
Every degree you lower the tem- 
perature in your house adds five 
percent to your cooling costs. 

Ceiling Fans 

Using a ceiling fan helps you 
feel cooler and costs less money. 
In fact, a ceiling fan can make a 
room feel six or seven degrees 
cooler. For instance, on an 82- 
degree day, you can turn on a 
fan or two instead of the A/C 
and still be comfortable. 

PEPCO reports that a typical 
room air conditioner uses 620 to 
1,630 kilowatt hours (KWH) per 
year, while a ceiling fan uses 50 
and a window fan from 10 to 
30. The more you use fans, the 
more energy (that is, money) 


you can save. 
Use a fan to supplement a 
In a hot 


room air conditioner. 





upstairs bedroom, for example, 
keep the A/C off and close the 
blinds during the day. In the 
evening, cool the room briefly 
with the air conditioner. Then 
open the windows and use a fan 
to keep the air circulating. One 
of our work group members 
who has experimented with this 
approach, says, “We’ve used

At the very least, 
reduce the burden on your air 
conditioner by shading the east 
and west windows, where the sun 
rises and sets. Light-colored win- 
dow coverings reflect heat away 
from the house interior. 

Check to see how tightly win- 
dow A/C units fit in the window 
so additional humid air doesn’t 
leak in.
